The  above  is  but  a partial  list  of  the  25c,  50c  and  $1.00  California  private  gold  pieces — 
enough,  perhaps  to  show  their  value.

The  Dollars  are  much  smaller  in  number;  only  about  30  varieties  of  the 
Octagonal  and  about  7 of  the  Round,  and  all  of  them  difficult  to  obtain.
